lent, than all the force of Arguments, and diſputations inthe World; 
for {et even thoſe of her own Religion be judge, whether ſo man 
horrid, and barbarous Ferſecutions, Deaths, and Torments, inflite 
on men and women, for the fake of Religion only, ( and which we 
ſhall here briefly enumerate ) can be according to the ſpirif of Chriſt, 
orthe Doctrine of the Apoſtles, and do not rather entitle thoſe, who 
command and execute ſuch inhumane Acts, as to take away the life of 


man, and with fire and ſward to lay waſt Countrys ; to ſabvert King- - 


doms,. and deſtroy States under the Notion and name of Religion, and 
holineſs; to be called Tyrants, bloody and wicked Perſecutors, and 
the principles by which they act, and ſeek tojuſtifie ſuch horrid mon- 
{trous, and bloody Perſecutions, to be Diabolical, and Antichriſtian. 
Letlſfayallthe world judge, by all the bloody Tragedies which the 
Church of Rome hath acted, and promoted ; whether that murtherous 
Frinciple be.of Chriſt, or Antichriſt, - of God or the Devil ; or which 
15 more near to his holy doCtriae, and commands, to leve our Ene- 
mies, -and to do good to thoſe that diſpightfully uſe us, or to burn, 
-hang, draw, tormeat, and put to Death, all ſuch as will not be .of our 
minds, and Religion. .

Palatine of the R hine, King of Bohemia and the cauſe of all thoſe Wars 
and embroylments : in which ſuffered many a godly Miniſter, and 0»: - 
ther holy pious and harmleſs men, by the * apiſtical Souldiers, with, 
that barbarous cruelty, that Chriſtian Ears cannot hear, nor Tongue 
relate, without indignation and abhorrency. For ſome of them were 
ſtoned to death, others hanged upona beam, with a ſoft fire made un« 
der them, roſted to death,others cut peace-meal. Andone Minifter they 
laid on his back, & ramming his mouth full of Gnnpowder ſet fire toit, 
and blew his head all to peeces. Another they hanged up by the privy 
Members, beiag 70. years old,and burnt his own Eooks under him, and 

at laſt ſhot him, after he had endured a world of torment and pain. 
In the year 1624. all the Miniſters were baniſhed oat of Prague, and 
out of the Kingdome of Bahema, and all the provinces thereunto be- 
longing ; never more to return, and made it death to harbour or con- 
ceal any oneof them. Alſoat Cartenburg 21. Miniſters were baniſhed a- 
bout the ſame time. Amo 1624. a Popiſh Captain cauſed a Miniſters 
hand firſt tobe ſtricken of, and then his head, his bowels tobe taken 
forth, and wrapt in his ſhirt, and his 4. quarters tobe ſet on 4 ſtakes, 
and his head on another. At that timealſo 50. of the Nobility were 
condemned, ſome to death, ſome to perpetual baniſhment, and ſome 
to perpetual.Impriſonment, 27. were executed, ſome of their right 
hands and heads, were hung upon the Tower of the Bridge, who all 
dyed with great conſtancy of minde, and fervency of ſpirit, ſealing to 
the Proteſtant cauſe with their blood, whole heads were afterwards 
ſolemnly buried, by Guſtavus Adolph:s, King of Sweden. Next came 
forth an Edit to baniſh all the Proteſtants, and to take away the chil- 
dren from them, that they might be bred in the Romiſh Religion. And 
then another to baniſh all the Wives of ſuch as were Catholicks from 
their Husbands, unleſs they would turn. Then they ena&ed that thoſe 
.who were not Catholicks, ſhould be prohibired all traffick, and com- 
merce with them. There was: hardly a City or Town, that eſcaped 
their barbarous cruelties. And at Prachatice they flew the Mayor, and 
1600 men-women and children, 4etting their bodys lye unburied, for 
divers days.in- the dirt and mire, and all the remainders they caſt into 
priſons, keeping them in a miſerable condition, ſeveral Months. Bi- 
bles, and godly Books, were prohibited, alſo marriages, and burials, 
and Baptiſm, deny*dall ſuch as would not turn Catholicks. Some were 
thruſt into Cellars, and holes full of Snakes and Toads, and ſuch like 
creatures. Others intoplaces full of fpikes, ſo thatthey could neither 
ſit nor-ſtand. Others into narrow Hinces over water, fo that if they 
but rgoved their bodys they would fall into the water : others they 
gag'd, and thruſt the hoſt down. their throats, others again were beat- 
en on thecalves of their legs, tillthey could not ſtand, but fall down 
on their knees, that they might adore the Hoſt. And thus much for 
their cruelties ated on this Stage.

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The perſe- © The tlext Theater, wherewe tnay behold theſe ſort of people, act- 


ing their bloody parts is Germany ; miſerably torn and rent to pieces, 
by their doings, and endeavours to extinguiſh the light of the Goſpel, 
ſhining forth through Zuther, and others then ſtirred: up by God, to 
perfect the work of Reformation. This perſecution began Ano Chriſti, 
1523. by the Popes ſtirring up the Emperor Cparls the 5th, to: de- 
ſtroy the Proteſtants as Hereticks, allowing him 200000 Crowns to- 
wards the raiſing Soldiers for that end, with an engagement alſo, to 
raiſe at his own coſt 12000 foot, and 600 Horſe. Thus he began with 
the ſword, that he might end with the fagat; The Duke of Saxoxy; 
aud the Lantgrave ſtand upfor the Proteſtants, and are taken priſoners 
1547: and whercever they got the day, all ſortsof Cruelties,murthers, 
torments, racks, fire and fagot followed : £o that all Germany was/at 
once in a flame, and'combultion, and in a moſt miſerable condition, 
flying and dying inall places, for their Conſcience, and Religion, - At 
Meldrop they took the Miniſter, a godly man, out of his b:d, and for- 
ced him to go many miles on foot, in froſt and ſnow npon the ce, hare- 
footed, ad bare-legg'd, beating, cutting and flaſhing him,and pricking 
him with halberds, andat laſt they barbaronſly roalted him on coals 
to death, his name was Surphen. At Vienna many were drowned, and 
put to ſeveral ſorts of death. At the facking of «<Autenburg, many 
{iffer'd ; one Miniſter they hungup by the hands, with a mighty ſtone 
faſtned to his feet where he remained 6 hours in that great torment. 


” Death was accounted a mercy, and hanging they thought too eaſie a 


puniſhment : At Schalt, at e Herſpurg, and Mrnchen, and (everal other 
places, the rage of their malice and ſpite was' ſhown, in putting to 
death many poor Souls. At Paſewakkthey committed many villanies, 
raviſhing the women, deflouring the maids, killing the men, burning 
the houſes, and ſmothering the children with ſtraw, ſet on firein the 
cellers, whether they had crept for ſafety. At Mudernburg they didthe » 
like 1631, where they burnt the whole City to aſhes, and where they 
put at leaſt 20000 perſons to death, 6000 were drowned inthe River 
Elb. Ladys and Gentlewomen were y oaked together like beaſts, .and 
{5 turned out to the woods, where they were raviſhed and abuſed, and 
then had their hair and cars cropt off, and dishgured. At Hoeſter 1634, 
they ſpared none, neither man, woman nor child, bat put all tofword, 
and then threw their bodys into the Weſer. At Greppenbowrg they tor- 
mented the Senators, and chief of the place todeath, with ſmoak and 
ſtarving. At Heildeburg they ſhut up in priſon a great many Miniſters, 
feeding them only with bread'and water. At Frankendale, contrary 
to agreement, and Articles, they put many to death, and 'others to 
unreaſonable ranſoms. In S4xv7y, they tortured the Proteſtants, by 
preſſing their Thumbs between wheels. In Pomerey, they forced them 
toeat their own excrements, and'if they refufed them, 'they thruſt 


 themdown theirthroats till they were choaked. Some they A 
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with cords about theirheads, tillithey twiſted their eyes out, 'and that- 
the blood run out at their ears, noſes, and - mouths. To others; they 
tycd burning matches between: their fingers, ,yea:to their eyes, cars, 
noſes, : tongues, cheeks, breaſts, legs, and.ſecret. parts. Yeathey cram'd 
the ſecret parts of ſeveral women with gunpowder; :andſoſttting fire 
toit, blew up their belies and wombs, moſt barbaroufly. Others they 
tormented with Bodkins,. and Knives, and to. ſame they made holes 
thorow the fleſhy partof their Armes, thighs, and Legs, and fo thruſt- 
ing cords thorow them, tormented them after that faſhion. Some they 
hung up.inthe (moak, drying them with ſmall fices, and ſometimes gi- 
ving them {mall drink, or water to refreſh them, that they might.not 
dye too ſoon, and be freed from their torments. Some they roaſted 
with fire made of ſtraw, others had their hands and feet bound ſo hard, 
till the blood ſprung forth of the ends of their fingers, and toes. Some 
had their hands and feet bound backwards together, and their mouths 
ſtopped with rags, tohinder them from praying. And ſeveral they 
hung up by their privy parts : They plained -the faces of others with 
Chiſels, others they cauſed todraw on boots, filled with ſcalding Oyl, 
and ſoroalted their legs over the fire. Some they gelt in the preſence 
of their wives and Children : Others had their bodys hung up by cords, 
and every joynt diſlocated by tying of weights to their ſeveral limbs. 
Some were gag'd, and with Tunnels had ſtinking water. and piſs 
powred down their throats, till their bellies ſwelled like Tuns, 
whereby they dyed with moſt horrid torment. Then they thruſt down 
the throats of ſome knotted clouts, with a ſtring faſtened to them, 
whereby they pull'd them out again, and puting them to miſerable 
torment, by —— their bowels,that many became blinde,dumb, 
deaf, and lame for ever. Some they ſawed offtheir legs alive, one Mi- 
niſterthey bound upon a Table, and placing a great Cat upon his bel- 
ly, fo provokedthe Cat, that ſhe ſcratched his gutsforth of his belly, 
with its teeth and nails, till he dyed,” At LAMaderbure, they raviſhed 
the wife anddaughters of one of the Miniſters before his face, and tore 
from the Mothers breaſt a — and ſtuck it on the. top of. a 
Lance, andafter they had made him ſee all this, they brought ham in- 
tothe ſtreet, and burat him with his own Books. Yea ſuch was the, abo- 
tnivable bcaſtlines commitedat this time, that ng-pen.can writeat. Ih 
PFomeren they made the Parents ſing Pfalms, whilſt they:raviſhed their 
daughters before their faces. Nay they ſpared not their dead Corpſes, 
but lay with the women after they:had cut their $hroats ;; At;Bafi/ and 
'Friburg, and other places they did the like, eating the young children, 
andwearing the noi and ears,1as a: bravery 1ntheipCaps. {1 i 
10 COT add-bloody Myrthersidefiledthd wliole Land, 
and G groaned under the oppreſſion, till the peace .of ; 4ſanfier, 
andQfprabeg'1648. whicti pit aſtppito.the Perſecution, they being for- 
cue. toits by Gods bringing iwthe Kangof Sover moore Ge 
(01? 2 9, 
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As alfo in _— and revivedthe cauſe of the Proteſtants, almoſt overthrown 
Bungary. by ſo many thouſahd'perſecutions. 

| Theſe bloody Tyrants, vented their rage and fury, not only in Ger- 
many, but alſo-in Hungary, and other parts: they committed-there alſo 
the ſame Tragedys where they had any power, and the Miniſters were 
generally baniſhed, and put to death, and the ſame pifture of theiz 
eruelties,. which you-have had repreſented to you- in Germany, might 
have been atted over again in this Kingdom, but we have not room at 
this time for the like relation; only one new'fert of death: | read of, uſed 
toa Miniſter in Fangary by tying about his naked body, Hens, Geeſe, 
Ducks,. and Hares, and ſo ſeting dogs upon-them, baite& him to death, 
tearing and renting his fleſh, till he dyed: 
The Low Fheir rage inthe Low Countrys, or Netherlands was no leſs, no- 
Countrys. thing but fire, and fagotamong them, by which ſuffered many a wor- 
Hil.ofche thy and Godly perſon, of every Age, and Sex, as. well in Holland, as 
Nether- elſe where. | 


in Holland, Piſtorius was burnt, being carryed to the ſtake, with a 
fools Coat on his back, and alſo. a widdow called Wendelmuta, who 
ſhewed _ conſtancy. 

Several Miniſters were belieaded, ainong the reſt one George Scheyrey, 
who'ſome time after he was beheaded, his body lying on- the belly, 
turned'himſelfon che back, and croſſing the right foot over the left, 
and'his-righthand over the lefr, ſo continued, to the great admiration 
of the ſpectators, and the converſion-of many. 

Several were drowned,. others made away in Priſons; others ſhut up 
in dark and noyſome places, and none ſuffer'd-to-come at them, fed 
only with bread and water, till they were famiſh'd: 

At Lovain, ſeveral were Martyr'd, ſome by fire, others beheaded. 

In the years 1543. and'1 54.4. There wasa very great perſecation af. 
over Flanders, ſo that there was neither Town,-.nor City,. in all the 
Country, whereinſome were not baniſhed; beheaded, or. condemned 
to perpetuat Impriſonment,. neither was there any reſpect to-either 
Age, orSex :* But: eſpecially at Gaunt; many of the- chief men were 
burned for Religion, Thelike was: in Brabazt.and Artois; (informach 
that 200. men'and women, were made away at one time, ſomedrowned, . 
ſome buriedquick,: and fome privily Murthered; ſo that the hands of 
the hangmen begunto be tyredz-and weary with Execations:. 

At Delden, at Mechbn, at :Dornic, ſeveralwere put todeath;-among 
the reſt two:Naoble Virgins ſifters, and -one Mother; and ther 3. Sons, 
arms” uphanmg the Goſpel, . and exiclamingagainſtthe cruelty of 

Urs. 0-1 943 7 03% yuan Bis 
-  . At the ſame time they miſerably puniſhed one Berrand; for tramp- 
hg «be hoſtuater his feee; -in his zeal,-by tormenting him thriceup- 
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'S the Rack, and then becauſe he would not recant,in the market place 
of Lornick, they put a ball of/ron into his mouth, to keep him from 
{pea king,and then cruſhed his right hand betwixt two flat red hot 'rons, 
till the form of his hand was changed; and after that, they did the like 
by his right foot, which he enduring with admirable patience, taking 
the Ball of iron out of his mourh, they cat out his Tongue, and then 
thruſt in the Ball again; then tying him with a chain about the mid- 
dle, with a pully, hoiſted himup, and making a fire underneath, let 
him down by degrees into the fire, and ſo continued: hoiſting him up, 
and letting him down, till he dyed, and was burnt to aſhes, which they 
caſt into the River. 

At Valence alſo, ſeveral were executed, andalſoat Z:ile, where one 
of the Judges pronouncing the ſentence of condemnation, ſaid; This 
day you ſhallgo to dwell with all the Devills in bell-fire. 

Bur'the great inſtrument of \erſecution, intheſe-Countrys, was the 
Duke of «Alva, who boaſted, that beſides thoſe he had ſlain in the 
wars, he/had put into the hand of the Common- Hangman, to be exe- 
cuted, within the ſpace of ſix years, no leſs than 1 8000. perſons, per« 
nutting his Soldiers to raviſh honeſt matrons, and virgins, and many 
times cauſing their parents,and hnsbands, to itand by and behold it. 

His Son Don Frederick following his Fathers ſteps, committed many 
cruelties, and at Zxrphen he'hang'd; drown'd and murther'd a great 
number of the inhabitants, thewing mfinite cruelries upon their wives, 
and Virgins, not ſparing the: very Infants; and alſo in Naerden in 
Holland, where entering'the Town withont reliitance, he committed 
ſuch abominable Cruelties, that never Tw ks, Scythians,or the moſt bar- 
barous, and inhumane Nations inthe World, exceeded them. Here 
treacheroufly he commanded all the Burgers, and chief of the inhabi- 
tans, to aſſemble themſelves tozether, that he might acquaint them 
with ſome Orders, and when they were all aſlembled together, in the 
Chappell of the Hofpital, he commanded his Soldiers to murther them 
all, without ſparing any one. The men werea'l ſlain, and the women 
efthe Fown firit raviihed, and then barbarouſly murthered, the chil- 
dren, and 'nfants had their Throatscat, ſo that the whole Town was 
deſtroyed; aad'neither man, wife, maid nor child, yonng, nor old, . 
ſpared;. andthe Town was raſed withont pitty, or mercy: | 

The fame Don Frederick.,,at Herlem, exerciſed the like perfidiouſneſs; 
for when they had been forced to deliver up their Town, through Fa- - 
mine,. having: eat for hunger, bread made with 'linſeed and turneps; 
and lived-upon Horſes, Dogs, and cats, they-made a compoſition, by 
which they paid 240000 florins toredeem their Town fronr-ſpoil, yet 
being — rg, Go that wicked Principle of theirs, that nv - 
Faith is to be kept with Hererickss he commanded all the Towns-men : 
to bring in their arms, and toaſſemble themſelves-in the Cloyſter of. 
Zyel, and all the women inthe Cathedrat, andall the Soldiers into.a- - 
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-nother Church, -where he made his Soldiers guard them, whilſt the 
perfidiousSpanyards plundred their Houſes : The next day -he cauſed 
300 Walloons tobe hanged, and beheaded, and two hundred and for- 
ty ſeven Soldiers more to be drowned, in the Mere at Harlem. The 
day following 300. Soldiers and Burgers, loſt their heads,and the next 
day many, more, and feveral Miniſters : and alſo all the. Engliſh, and 
Scots they could- finde, and ro fill up the Sea of blood, all the fick and 
wounded were beheaded at the door of the Foſpical. And a party of 
Soldiers that wers in an out-Sconce were all ſtarved to death. 

At Valenciennes they hang'd upall the French Soldiers, all the Pra- 
teſtants, and miniſters they could take in the Town, and confiſcated all 
their goods which amounted to a great vallue. 

At Antwerp they drowned one John de Boſcane a Proteſtant in a Tub 
of water, and becauſe he was tall, and the tub of the ſhorteſt, ſo that 
they could not ſtifle him, they ſtab'd him with daggers, and ſo both 
kild and drowned him at once. In the ſame place abundance more 
were martyr'd for the Truth, andcleaving to their Religion, embra- 
ed death,cheerfully. 

Alſo at Breda divers ſuffered for the ſame cauſe, and indeed all Flan- 
ders over, their dead Bodies being caſt forth, to be gazed on in every 
place; and multitudes, both men and women, were impriſoned for 
their beliefknd Conſcience. In the City of Yalence, they executed 57. 
perſons, moſt of them Burgeſles, only becauſe they profeſſed the rrue 
Faith of Jeſus Chriſt,and diiſented from the Religion of the Papilts. 

Andto conclude the ſad Cataſtrophe, we may alſo rememher, that 
Prince William of Naſſaw, Prince of Orange, was ſhot bya villain cal- 
led Foanville, encouraged thereto by a Facobine Friar, who was hang'd 
for the Fact, though it proved not mortal. But that attempt nogbeing 
enough to fatisfie theſe blood-ſuckers, and Prince-killers, . they hired 
one Gerard a Burgundian, who taking better aim, ſhot this Prince, the 
head of the proteſtants, fo that he dyed immediatly, as he was coming 
from dinner at _Delf in Holland ;, 1 584.

At @Hetx in Lorrarhe,: for profeſſing ther Goſpel, and throws 
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down ſome Images,they cauſed one Fohn Clark whodenyed not the fact, 
to have his right hand cut off, his noſe to be pulled from his Face, with 
ſnarp pincers, and his arms and breaſts pulled off by the ſome inſtru- 
ment, and then caſt into the fire, and conſumed to aſhes. 

* At Paris, at Melda, in Limoſme, at Fountains, Rutiers, Roan, Troyes, 
Bourdeanx, St. Michael, Lions, Meaux, and Fera, and in ſeveral 0- 
ther places, a great number were burnt, rack'd, whipt, beaten, and 
divers ways tormented to death; at laſt they made a Law, that all that 
were condemned to be burnt, if they recanted not at the ſtake, ſhould 
have their tongues cut out, that they might not with their holy and 
dying ſpeeches, move others. And this was dilligently obſerved. 

' In Paris one Florent Yenote a Miniſter, was impriſoned in ſo narrow 
a place, that he could neither ſtand nor lye 1n it, in which they kept 
him 7. weeks, whereas there was never a malefaCtor that could en- 
dure it 15 days without growing mad or dying. Afterwards they cut 
ont his Tongue, and laſtly was ſo mercitull as to execute him. 

The Duke of Gziſe another of the Popes In{truments of perſecution, 
upon the Fugonots as they call the Proteſtants in thoſe parts, commit- 
ted, with his Soldiers, many bloody and barbarous murthers, among 
rhe reſt at Y*ſj, he put ſeveral hundreds to death,of men, women and 
chi'dren, that were aſſembled to hear a Sermon,mangling their Limbs, 
and ſtrewing them abour the ſeats and galleries of che Church. 

At Sentis many ſuffer'd, ſome were beheaded, ſome murther'd,ſome 
whipt, ſome beaten, and ſent to the' Gallies, not ſparing the ſimple 
women. And the ſame alſo at Chalons, where they tortur'd one Foxur- 
nier a miniſter, by ſtraining his thumbs with a ſmall cord, till the blood 
came out at the ends of them, being ſo tyed falt behind his back, with 
another Rope they hoiſt him up by the Thumbs, twitching him up and 
down, then tying great ſtones to his great Toes, let him hang ſo till 
his Spirits failed him ; and then ſuddenly looting the rope, let him fall 
with all the weights on his face upon the hard floor, and then caſting 
him into priſon, would not let him have the benefit of a Chirurgion, 
with which barbarous uſage, being above 50 years old, he not long 
after dyed. 

At Amens, all the Bibles, Teſtaments, and Pſalm-books were burnt, 
and the miniſters Pulpit, with divers perſons, men and women. At 
Abbeville they fiew the Lord of Harcourt, and dragged ſome along the 
ſtreets with their faces in the kennell. At Meanx there were about 400. 
of the religious Cirizens ſlain, beſides a 1000. villanies commitred, 
the women, and maids raviſhed openly 1n the ſtreets,and market-placez 
men, women, and children maſſacred, ſome forced-to be remarried, 
andorthers to be rebabtized. The very Prieſts ſlaying divers with their 
own hands. ' At Bar the ſame cruelties and murthers were committed, 
if not worfe, for ſome pulled out the hearts of theſe poor wretches,and: 
moſt inhumanely gaawed them- with their teeth; rejoycing _—_ 
perf ed. 
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taſted of an F7ug«rots Heart. At Sens an hundred proteſtants were bar- 
barouſly maſlacred, and their naked bodies thrown into the River,their 
houſes plundered and then burat, togetier with the Church. At Crant 
the tike, many murthered, At Auxerre the like. At Nevers, and COha- 

filler the like horrid murthers wer2 committed, where they left no 

manner of cruelty unaCted, neither upon women, or Children, old 

nor young, aot ſparing the children in their mothers bellies, but rip- 

ping them out and daſhing their brains againſtthe pavement. At Guyer 

they uſed all the cruelties could be invented, where ſome 7ralsans cut a 

child in two, and eat the Liver 1n hatred to its Religion. At Montar- 

£45 they committed many.,outrages againſt thoſe of the Religion,and had 

done more but that they were oppoſed by the Lady Rene, Daughter of 
King Lews the 12th, and Dutcheſs Dowager of Ferrara. 

At Monlins many ſuffered : At Mans 200. men, women,. and chil- 
dren were put todeath ;, and ſuch as fled, had their houſes pillaged, 
and were executed in Eftigy, and their children made incapable of In- 
heriting their goods or lands. Above 120. men, women, and children, 
Murtheredin the Neighbour-Villages, ſome hang'd, ſome beheaded, 
ſome drowned : Andone Captain flung above 50. perſons 'into his 
fiſh-pondss to feed his pikes, and as many more were drowned in the 
ditches. 

At Angers they committed the like cruelties, and above 80. perſons 
executed at one time, and an aged Gentlewoman of above 70. years 
of age, beaten todeath with piſtols. And one Gentleman they broke 
upon a Croſs, and fo left him hanging, with many other unſpeakable 
Villanies. At L:gzel they did the like, putting out the Miniſters eyes, 
and then burning him with a ſmall fire. The Village of Aze they burnt 
to the ground, drowned the. Miniſter of 50. years old, and Maſſacred 
30. perſons. In Toxrs they Murthered an 146. and caſt them into the 
river, ſparing not ſo much as the preſident, becauſe he favour'd them, 
for after they had beaten him with ſtaves, and ſtript him to his ſhirt, 
they hang'd him up by one leg, with his head downwards in the water, 
up tothe breaſt, and whilſt he was yet living, they ript up his belly, 

lackt out his guts, and flung them into the river, and ſticking his 
LR on a Lance, they carryed it about, faying, Thss s the heart o 
the Preſident of the Fiugonots. Shortly after ſome hundreds of the riche 
and beſt ſort of Citizens were nwrthered, the Duke of Monpenſienr ſet» 
ing up Gibbets, ſtakes, and wheels in all places, to execute them on, 
and when any man, or woman was put to death, they entred 'their 
houſes, Murther'd their Children, and took all their goods. 

At Pontea le e Mer was alſo uſed all kinds of cruelties, and where 
many ſuffered. And at Roan many hundreds ſuffer'd, among the reſt 3. 
Councellors were hanged , and the Town ſack'd for 4. moneths toge- 
ther ; at Yire, Valougnes, eAgen, and Remes, ſuch horrid cruelties were 
ated as I am weary to relate, and ſich beaſtiality uſed towards the 
Women, 
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vrothth,/45 tatinot ih modeſty be ſet doh.” Tinthe laſt of leſs (1does, 
there was 500. hang'd ypon Gibbets, afriong whom was a'grave Conftt- 
cello in' is gown-and ſquare Cap; one-poor - maiy they mangled, and 
cut his body, and fitd allhis wounds with fatto O00 
\ "At Blots :fevetal were extccuted;, antong\ the reſt ſeveral women 
flung itito'tho river, and iFany came: to ſhore by Fvimite, 'rhey- were 
thruſt back with pikes, and halberts: At Guilkie they flung many froitt 
the top of a Rock, upon other under-lying rocks, -by which theit 
bodies were torn to peeces. (ys! 4/41 
In Seurasze many periſhed with ſeveral tortures, among which: one 
woman had her mouth forc'd open with'a'dagger; and tramnvd with 
lime and then piſs poured down her-throat, and befidesuſed very crw- 
elly., by beating, and with cords. Another-man one Perer Roche th 
cauſed to dig his own grave, and to go into it, -to ſee how it would fit 
him, and.then buried him alive. At Afarſars they crowned one wo- 
man with "Thorns, then whip'd-her, :and laſtly:ſtoned her to death. 
The like they did by another called Farctra (atvin. In Mint de Marui 
they putt ſeveral todeath, and Buried; one quick.' lnTholouſe. was a ve- 
Ty great-maſlacre, there being in'that Cityat leaſt 30000. Proteſtants, 
fo that the River was cover'd o're with the Bodies of the ſlain. ' In- Zi+ 
moux, all the cruelties and villanies that could be deviſed, were acted, 
and alfo at Carcaſſon,and at I onnay where they knocked outthe brains 
of a naylor upon hisown Anvill, becauſe he would not. give.himſelfto 
the Devill, ſeveral thrown from an high Tower ; 'others drag'd'abour 
the ſtreets, and ſtab'd : wives and virgins openly raviſhed. At Forix, 
Aurange, Grenoble, Ciſterns, Beaune, and Maſcon, were no leſs (all 
'partaking of the general calamity)than all the fore-rehearſed villanies 
committed, in as barbarousa manner-; ſo that all France reaked. with 
.the bloodof the Innoeent,- and their goar defiledall the Land: :- - ; 
"But to conclude this Tragical Scene, we will now end with the great 
and notorious maſfacreof Paris, at the end'of the-Civill war of France, 
which happened upon that unholy League between the. Pope i 
of France, and Spam, the Dake of Savoy, and the Gmiſes. Peace being 
Genie concluded, between the Leaguers,and the Proteſtant party, 
and all differences ended; and adjuſted;. rhonghthrough the: private in-

The b>dy of that Noble Admiral they drag'd: about the 
ſtreets, having cut off his hands, and head, which was ſent as a pre- 
ſenttothe Pope at Rome, and then hung it on a Gibbet, and. making, 
afire under it, uſed it with all the diſpight imaginable. 

"Biit this wasnot enough to ſatiate; and glut their bloody mindes; 
itanmediately the/King cauſesLetters, tobe ſent away polt, through all 
his Kingdome, to the chief Citys, and Towns todo the like. pre- 
ſently all Frazce is filled with Murthers, and ſlaughters, and the Earth 
is bathed w{h the blood of the Hyugonors : In ſome places more, in ſome 
leſs, as the Governors, and Magiltrates were more or leſs cruelly, and 
popithly affedfted. At Afeaux, at Troys, at Orliance, at Roan, Burdeaux,. 
Thulaafe, Avgiers, Lions, [and ſeveral other Cities, Towns, Villages, 
and places,/nathing -but-Maſſacres, flaughters, Myrthers, blood, tpt- 
ments, and cruelties were enacted: fa that the dead Corps 1a every 
place lay likedung onthe face of the Earth, and they gathered the fat 
and greeſeof men; and women, fold itabout at 3s, the pound, ,the Ri- 
vers were-peſtered with carcaſſes thrown. into them z. and nothing but 
horror andconfuſioo; veigned-in all;places. $o that: at that tume. by 
computation at leaft 30000-fell,. beſides thoſe in Paris, but ſome rec- 
konmore, for the King himſelf confeſt he had a liſt, of 7000. lain, as Ci- 
earela relates, - in vita-Greg. 13, And of allthis blood,” and. Murthers,

was recalled, and they continued quiet till the year 1655, wherein the 
late great maſlacre was comitted againſt theſe poor men for their Re- 
ligion Sake : Though all along the Papiſts had by many cunning plots 
and contrivances endeavoured their ſubverſion, byendeavouring to ſtir 
them np to Rebe!lion,and by planting Colledges of Emiſlaries amongſt 
them, which like goads 1n their ſides ſtill annoyed them, and proved 
a great trouble and affliction to them - always procuring ſome cruel, 
and harſh edict againſt them, by their complaints, and lyes raiſed a- 
painſt them, as 1602 an edict for the baniſhing all private, and pub- 
lique Proteſtant Schoolmaſters as incendiaries; and 1622. That no 
ſtrangers either Miniſters, or Schoolmaſters, ſhould be entertained a- 
mong them ; 1634 an Edit came out, that all the Proteſtants of Cum- 
piglcone,ſhould be baniſhed : and 1654 the fame was done againſt thoſe 
ofthe vallies of Martino, and Peroſa. Theſe Miſſionary Fathers beha- 
ving themſelves among them, more cruelly than Tirks, or B 
But reſolving to root the Proteltants from among them, and thorow- 
ly to do the work of their Father, the Pope, inthe midſt of winter, 
which is very ſharp in thoſe mountains viz. 25 7an.1655. theg.procu- 
red an Order, for the Baniſhment of all the Proteſtants,out of the val- 
lies of Lucerna, Lucernetta, St. Giovanni, La Terre, Bubbiana, Fenite, 
Compiglione, Bercheraſſio, and St. Secondo, within three days after pub- 
cation, unleſs they would turn Roman Catholiks; and this extended to. 
all in general, noneexempted, of what rank, degree, or condition 
ſoever. | 

And thustheſe poor creatures, were forced in compliance to this 
cruel edi(t, tofly to fave their Lives, and conſciences, 1n the depth of 
the ſow, andall the vallies covered with waters, women with child, 
ſome brought newly to Bed, old women, and decrepit men, leaning on. 
their ſtaves, young children crying and lamenting, dragged over Ice, 
thorowRain, Snow, Waters, and a 1000. inconveniences, and hard- * 
ſhips, ſo that it would have grieved the heart ofa Barbarian, to have 
ſeen them leaving their goods behind them, or ſelling them for little. 
to the Catholicks, who took no pitty of their bitter tears, ſighin 
wringing of hands, qua, ol breaſts, mourning, Jars ©x90. a and 
lamenting, 'twas but as the bleeting of Sheep, or the lowing of Kine

Thiscruel edit was putin execution by Guſtalde, and others ; but 
this is not all, they had a further deſign of extirpating and rooting 
out all Hereticks as they call theſe poor Proteſtants z it 1s not enough 
to have baniſhed theſe few, they could have noredreſs at Court, and 
all their humble Petitions, and remonſtrances were not heard, for 
they had more wickea and bloody deſignes, inſtigated by the Miniſters 
of Rome, who had great influence over his Royall Highneſs, and Madam: 
Koyal. 

Upon the 17th. of April 1655, whilſt the Proteſtants Deputies were: 
detainedar Turin, and delayed ſometimes with: hope of redreſs, fome 
Soldiers of purpoſe fell upon the Proteſtants unexpectedly,who peace-- 
ably attended the iſſue of their petitions, which begat ſome buſtle, 
they being bnt few, the Proteſtants made ſome reſiſtance, whereupon 
many thouſands got together, under the-Marqueſs of Piadeſſa, and on 
the 21th, of the ſame month, began the moſt horrible Maſſacre among 
theſe-poor Proteſtants, of theſe Vallies, as ever was heard of. . 

There was nothing to be ſcea thorow the Proteſtaut Yallies, but 
Churches burning, Towns ſmoaking, Houſes Flaming, men, women, 
and children maſlacring, nor any thing to be heard, but the confuſed 
crys of people flying, the peircing-groans of ſome dying , and horrid - 
{creeks of others tormented : fo wicked, and barbaroans was their uſa+ 
age, that *tis ſcarce to be expreſled. In one =_ they cut off the heads 

ot 150 women got together for ſhelter, and all their childrens brains 
they daſd out againſt the pavements and Rocks, ſome they lit in two, 
and roaſted: Aad-ons of the Soldiers afterwards related how he fur-- 
fitted by cating too mach of the fryed brains of a Proteſtant;

One B:rtino had his noſe, paps, and privities cut off, and then 
his headcleft in twane. Several Infants were in the ſnow. Several 
ſtoned to death. One Gros the Son of a Miniſter, being tak@n by them 
had his fleſh cut offalive, by ſmall gobbets, in the preſence of his wife, 
and children, which they murther'd before his face. One woman with 
7. Children; were all barbarou |y murther'd in their Beds. One Daniel 
Rambant of Villaro becauſe he refuſed to ſay, Feſus Maria, ot pray to 
the Virgin Mary, they firſt cut oft one finger, then another, till they 
had cutthem all off, then his hands, and arms, till after this mannery 
they cruelly mangled him todeath. Others they ſhnt up between two 
ſtone walls, and miſerably ſtarv'd them to death. No kinds of death, 
and no kinds of torments, were wanting to theſe poor miſerable peo- 
ple. And it would be an endleſs peece of work, to go about to give a 
particular account, of all that were put to the ſword, drowned, burnt, 
ſhot, ſtarv'd, ſmother'd, knock'd on the head, and cvt to peeces. 

Theſe horrible doings, cauſed th;2 reſt of the Proteſtants to fly to 
their Armes, which they termed Rebe.iton, though it were only to 
defend their lives, from theſe bloody cut-throats. Thole who were fo 
goodat Maſlacring and murthering, are not ſo good at fighting, the 
Proteſtants get the better, and with their Arms in their hands, de- 
tend themſelves, till by the mediation of the Neighbour Proteſtant 
Princes,and eſpecially the Engliſh,whoalfo contributed above 30000 /l. 
tothe relief of theirdiſtreſſes, the breach is made up, and a peace 
made, but ſo as theſe poor Proteſtants remaining, live under the Ty- 
Fanny of their Popiſh task-maſters, and are forbid all manner of trafic; 
they robthemof their goods, and Eſtates, often times forcing them 
to ſell their birth rights, for little or nothing ; baniſhing their Mini- 
ſters, raviſhing their Virgins, reviling and mocking the Matrons,

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beating and abuſing the nien, ſo that their vllies are become like dan- 

geons, in which they are kept as ſlaves, kept in and ſecured, by ſtrong. 
Forts poſſeſſed by the Papiſts. Thus you ſe a brief proſpect. of what 
this monſter of perſecution, this Antichriſtian ſpirit hath - committed. 
in theſe places. We wilt proceed. 

You have beheld many fad and doleful ſpectacles, and if thou art a: 
Chriſtian, thy heart mitt bleed, at the relation: we will-therefore 
epitomiſe their bloody cruelties, in ”oland, for there is no-place where 
they have fixed themſelves with any power, but they. have alſofet up- 
the ſtandard of perſecution. The Churches of Chriſt in Poland, have 
likewiſe ſufficiently taſteqof the Cup,and have drank deepof the dregs 
thereof, eſpecially. whereever the 7eſutes, thoſe wicked Incendiaries, 
and Boutfeaus of Religion, had any reſidence, for there is ſcarceany 
maſſacre, Firing, and devaſtation but they haye a hand in it, or t is 
projected by their ſecret plots and Contrivances. They are {till gaing 
about like fo many Lions, ſeeking whom they may devour.. Their Gar- 
ments are dyed redwith the blood of the Saints. They are evermora 
ſtiring up the common. people to-fury, Rage,and Combultion, againſt 
all that do profeſs the Goſpelt.. All the fame things that we have re- 
lated to b£done in other places, are acted alſo in this, we will not uſe 
tautologies, and repeat the ſamethingsover again, nor grow tedious. 


- But wecannot but teil you, that many thonſands of the Proteſtants, . 


and profeſlors of the Goſpell, have been deſtroyed in this Kigdome, 
andeſpecially at Karmim, Dumbnick, Skochy, (arieutin, and Leſnie, all 
deſtroyed and burnt for the cauſe of their Religion. The laſt menci- 
oned City being one of the molt ancient, and moſt flouriſhing in all the 
Kingdome of Poland, wholly ruined, and laid in Aſhes, which was 
three whole days in Flames, ere it could. be conſumed, in which pe- 
ri{h'd many hundred fouls, beſides an ineſtimable treaſure and wealth, 
no man reſiſting or oppoſing. Here they puil'd off the noſes of fo 
and punt out the eyes of others, cut off the tongues hands and feet, 
many z -gave quarter tq none, but kill'd and deſtroy'd, all that they 
could any ways come at. They pul'd the dead out of their graves,rifled 
the Tombs, abuſed their dead bodies, and committed all the outrages 


could be deviſed by the wicked heart of man, ſcarce to be match'd by 


Hifidells, Turks, or Barbarians. The: Goths, and the Vandals, couldnot 
exceed them. 

Inthe lower Poland, many ſiffer'd, whole families, were butcher'd, 
men, women, young, old, murthered without diſtinftion. And in the 
year 1654. fell a grievious ſlaughter among them, putting to death 
with exquiſit Torments all they could lay hands on : One Samuel Car- 
dus the Paſtor of the Chureh-at Czarrrzancy, they uſed cruelly, firſt put- 


_ tingout his eyes,. and-ſo- leading him about for a miſerable ſpeRtacle, 
then pulling off his fingers ends with pincers, then they powred down 
as mouth molten Lead, and while he was yet ——

Meaveen tive Folding Boots, anfo violently Revered his head FromHhis 
Body. So they ſerved the Miniſter of Dembmrich, and his Colloapye, af: 
ter having ſeveral ways tormented them, cut their throats with a Ra- 
Zor, and then while breathing, flung them intoa pit, and dung, and 
filth upot them. They chopt off the head of another young Miniſter, 
with a Sythe. At Zefa they cot off the hands of a pious matron, and 
three children which ſhe had, they murther'd before her face, cutting 
offtheir heads, laying one at each breaſt, and the other by her ſide. 
Another woman having her hands and feet cut off, and her tongue cat 
ont, they encloſed in a Sack, and fo left her for two days, in which 
the lived, making a moſt miſerable lamentation. At Zichln th 
dragg'd many ont of their Graves, ſparingnot fomuch as the bodys of 
Noblemen,and brave'Commanders,becaule they were not Catholicks. ; 
The ſame cruelties, the barbarous and bloody Cofſacks ated againſt Zithuanra. 
the Proteſtants in Lithuania, in the year 1648. flaughtering all that Z = _ 
were not Catholicks, without diltinttion of Age, or Sex. Here maily x,,;ni's 
had their Skins puited over their ears, whilſt they were alive, others Rela ion. 

their hands and feer cut of: Some their bowels taken out alive. O- 

thers had their Shinbones bored thorow. To ſome they powred mal- 

ted Lead in at the wounds made in their Heads, and Bgdies. Some 

their eyes were pulPdoat, and thoſe that were hariged up, and down, 

in every peace were not to be numbred. That was accounted a mercy 

ro be , or beheaded, and kill'd ontrighr. Their wives, and 

Danphters were every where raviſhed, their houſes and goods fired, 

and all their Country, and Churches laid waſte, and thoſe thas wete 

leftalive, and eſcaped the ſlanghter, were baniſhed ; in every place 

was ſeen nothing but maſlacres, and the blood of ſuffering Chriſtians, 

ranlike ſtreams throngh the ſtreets of Towns and Citys. 

The Miniſters were chiefly atmed at, and always cruelly tormented, 

among the reſt one Adrian Chylnizky noted for his great piety & learn- 

ing, andreverenc*d for his age, was roaſted alive, by t eſe barbarous 

wretches, having his hands, and leggs tyed together, and thar leaſnre- 

Iy, that he might feel the more torment. In another place, there were 

above 40. affered ſeveral ſorts of deaths. Neer Yiha, the chiefeſt Ci- 

ty in _Zithzania, both Father and Son, Miniſters , called Smobky had 

their heads ſawedoft with a Sickle. Another at Holowczen had his fleſh 

cut off by peeces till he dyed. And Miniſters, and others to the num- 

ber of 1500, were bound to ſtakes on the tops of mountains, in the 

| winter, and fo ſtarved to death with cold and hunger. All the ſeve- 

| ral tortures, which theſe poor, and miſerable Souls endured, and the 

_ ſeveral deaths they were put to, no Hiſtory can deſcribe. : 

- , Thus you have beheld therage and flame of perſecution abroad, all i rae; 
Exropefull of Slaughters, Blood, Maſſacres, and Cruelties, by reaſon of z,,,..:. 
this eFtrichr1tias principle ; every land, and Region defiled, fire and and gy- 

fagot inevety place, burning, and — that diſſenc Win 
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the doCtrine of Rome. But this perhaps ſeems but a Landskip, things 
done ata diſtance, you may not be ſo much concerned, as if at home, 
and before your doors and eyes, perhaps it may not affect you ſo much, 
as the ſufferings of your own Countrymen. The fire is but painted, it 
does not heat and ſcorch you, the ſmoke does not trouble your eyes, 
and you weep not at theſe Tragedies, and are not ſufficiently affetted 
at theſe perfecutions abroad, and at a diſtance. If it be ſo, there is rea- 
ſon to let you know, ſome ofthe ſad and horrible effets of this mon- 
ſters rage at home, as well as abroad. Do not deceive your ſelves to 
think Seas canſtop him from coming to you, - or waters keep you ſafe 
from this paw of the Beaſt ; no, he can ſtretch out his claws over the 
Britiſh Frith ;, he can reach even from Jtaty into England, from Rome to 
London ;, you fhall behold the ſame monſter, uſing the ſame cruelties, 
and ſcratching up the earth to bury the Bodies of his oppoſers. Where- 
ever the Religion of Rome is eſtabliſh'd in its pride =, power, there 
you ſhall be ſure to findethis monſter, ſhe rides upon this terrible beaſt, 
aud with. it cruſhes the Sons.of the earth,and cramples on the Carcaſes | 
of the flain,, and wades thorow the blood of Martyrs to her Throne, 
where ſhe ſits boaſting in her [niquity, and ruling Nations with a rod 
of Iron. | 
. And that you may ſee, the frozen North is not able to aftright this 
Beaſt, but that he has gone beyond the wall of the P:&s,and eſtabliſh'd 
its dominion as far as the Orcades, I will ( ſtill obſerving the method 1 
began, in leavingour own concerns laſt ) ſhew you alſo ſome effets of 
its power and rage in Scotland; from thence we will paſs over S. Georges 
Channell into Ireland, and laſtly behold the ſufferings and martyr- 
domes of the Proteſtantsat our. own .doors,. and thoroughout England, 
but with the ſame brevity, as we have done all the reſt.

In the years 1534. ſufferd 
alſo by burning, David Srratton,. and Norman Gourlay, and not long 
after Thomas: Forret a Dean was burnt by the ſame Cardinal-. Andin 
1538. the Gofpell {till increaſing, four more were burnt- in one fire. 
The next. year. Ferome Ruſſell; and Alexander Kenedy likewiſe ſufter*d by 
the ſame Cardinal, and for the ſame cauſe, 1543. the ſame perſecu-

Virgin Mary. He cauſed many to bebaniſh'd, and'many to be impri- 
ſon'd,at St. Fohnftons; among the reſt one Fohn Rogers a Miniſter whom: 
he cauſed to be murthered in priſon, and his Body to be thrown over 
the walls. 1546. George wiſchard was burnt by Cardinal A£Gſ/te, another 
perſecutor of the Saints. This Wiſchard was a very. learned man, and 
one who had been brought up a ſtudent in Cambriage, and had prophe- 
fied many things concerning his own. Country, which was Scotland, 
and which afterwards came to paſs. He fuffer'd very couragioully at 
St Andrews : The ſaid Cardinal and divers other Prelats, looking on, 
and leaning at the window of the Caſtle, on Velvet Cuſhions. :n the 
year 1563. one Henry Forreſt was burnt, having nothing aga 'nlt him, 
but what he had uttered in confellion to a Fryar, they had ſent on pur- 
zoft to betray him, having ouly a ſuſpition of him, and all that he 
confeſſed, and. for which he was burnt, was, that he thought well of 
the Articles, that Patric Hamilton maintained, and for which he ſuf- 
fer'd. 1558. Walter Mill, who had been a Prieſt, was burnt. He was 
the laſk man that ſuffer'd by the Papiſts for Religionin Scotland. 
If that we do not finde any marks of this ravenous beaſt, perſecuti-

from Spain, Flanders, and other parts beyondthe Seas, the Nobility, , 
Gentry, and commonalty of the Iriſh Papiſts, conſpre together utter- 
'Iy to extirpate, root, and branch, all Proteſtants out of 7eland; bf.”

Nay thoſe wicked . rieſt 
many of them gave the Sicramentto diverſe of ric Tritt, upon Lt 
tioh that they ſhould not ſþare, either man, wotman, 6f Quid, of the 
Proteſtants, aid faid that it did then good, to embrew their hinds in 
the blood of Hereticks, and threatned them with exconimunicarion, 
if they ſhould relieve, harbour, or ſuccour, any in their diſtreſs, and 
told them, that to take from them their goods, and Eſtates, was ao 
; more then to take a bone out of a dogs Mouth ; and before the Maſſa- 
, Cre began, the people ivere diſmiſſed from their Maſs, wit free 11i- 
. berty, toſpoyl, and take away from the Proteſtants, whatever they 
could lay hold on, and to kill them, whereever they could meet with 
them, for that they were worſe then dogs, being deviſs, and ſuch as 
; were accurſed, and condemned to h-Il and deteſtation. Thefe were 
. the pious benediCctions of theſe Holy Fathers, and Brothers, the Prieſts 
and Fryers, ſo that it was no wonder, that the raſcally riſh were {6 
; rhercileſs and cruel, believing they mericed Heaven thereby, though 
. afterwardsſome of them met with a halter for their pains. 

All thiags being prepared, by the ''opiſh Agents, and this Maſſacre 
long before ſecretly plotred, and cunningly contrived, on the 23d. of 
Oftober, 1641. it broke forth, at once thorow all parts of [relaud, Duþ- 
linexcepted, where the conſpirators were diſcovered, and prevetited.: 
But in all places elſe, the whole Land was in a combuſtion,and nothing 
but blood, murthers, rapes, robberys, and barbarous uſages, of the 
Proteſtants in every County, Village, Town, and City, that itis not 
to be expreſſed. As it would be.too tedious to give you a full relation 
of it, and which hath been formerly done by others, ſo we catnot 

als it altogether in ſilence, without remembring ſome of their moſt 
Horrid, and unparralePd cruelties. 

_ Mnttitudes were kill'd by the Sword in cold blood, ſome in their 
beds, ſome in their houſes, ſoine in the fields, in all places whereever 
they could light on them: At Ziſgol there were above 150. men, wo- 
men, and children, conſumed with fire. At Aoehan above an 100. 
Knock'd on the head. At Talagh after fair quarter given, they wete 
"putto the Sword, ' and murthered without metcy. At Liſnaikey, they 
hung above an. 100. moſt of the Scottiſh Nation : at which place fac 
"Gmare made the keeper of the Caſtle, Mr. Middleton, to hear Maſs, and 
to ſwear he would never alter from it, and then immediately cauſed 
him, his wife, and children, to be hanged. There were a 1000. men, 
women, and-children, dro\yned at one time, at. Portadown Bridge, 
and in ſeveral places of that County” 4900. mnore, drivin tay Jo 
the loughs,and, Rivers, pricking thein forward ( being all ſtack tiaked ) 
with theirskenes and butcherly knives. Many to whom the hog pies 
paſſes, to £6 to ſome place of ſhelter, '0t to Dubliz, whea they had tet 
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them go to ſome convenient: Place, they ſent Soldiers after them. Ma- 
ny Towns they laid waſte and in aſhes, among the-reſt Armagh and 
the Cathedral Church there : and in ſome pariſhes two. hundred Fami- 
lies were murthered, and a common butchery, was through the whole 
County, and in all. perts of it, many thoulands peri:.:2d by Sword, 
Famine, Fire, Water, and all other manner of deaths, that rage. and 
malice could invent. Nay, they would not ſpaxe the, very cattle, 
horſes, beaſts, ſheep, were all deſtroyed, nox to eat, but. out of ſpight, 
letingthouſands lie {tinking androtting up and dowa in the helds and 
bigh-ways. kn.Co/rain the living could not bury thedead, and the ſlain 
carcaſes were flung in wide and waſte holes, and packed one upon ano- - 
ther, like herrings. 1: Killoman were 48. Families, murther'd. In one 
bouſe 22. Froteſtants burned. 'n Kilnore 200. Families Mallacred : The 
Vains-were ſo. wicked, that they would not give them leave to pray, . 
before they dyed. Some they, buried alive, and ſome they half buried, 
othersthey {et up intothe ape? and io left them to [tarve. Some they 
put into;deepdungeons ta perith at lealure ;, others they mangled, and 
left, languishingin the high. ways. Some being grievoully wounded, 
they hung upon tenter hooks, .ſome thrown into bogs, 'others hang'd 
up by the arms. whilſt they ſlaſh d their bodys with their Skenes, to 
know. how many cuts, an Engliſhman wouldendure ere he dyed. Many 
women great with.child were hanged up, others ript up, and their 
guts pull'd out, and their children thrown tothe dogs and ſwine. Same 
they cut to peecesby gobbets,, and collops. Multicudes were drowned + 
ur Turf-pits, and thouſands were ſtarvedto death, with cold in the 
bogs, whether they weredriven or fled for ſhelter. Children were far- 
os, to execute their parents, and parents their children, and brothers - 
aid filters one another. [The women were as barbarous as. the .menz 
and as ready in their bloody executions, ' nay, they taught their chil- 
dren to kill, and ſhewed them to kill anEngliſhman. Some they. boy 
ed todearh in Cauldrons, and they hang'd one, woman near Caterlaugh 
ana trec, and her daughter in the mothers hair; another had his: feet 
burnt off by aſlow fire ; their ſpightand-malicereached to the graves, - 
and Tombs, which they opened, and difpighefully mangled the dead 
carcaſes, of all they could meet with. - | i 
It is impoſlible to recollect, or expreſs. the -abominable wickednals - : 

of their miſchievous inventions, or the hoxror of their bloody execu- 
tions, performed with all kinds of circumſtances, that might aggra- 
vate the heighth oftheir cruelty towards them, and that did expreſs - 
their inveterate malice to our Religion. [Alas !. who can comprehend: ! 
the fears, terrors, anguiſh, bitterneſs; and: perplexities of the / fouls -- 
oftheſe ſuffering wretches, their .diſpairing paſſions, and conſterna- | 

jons of minde/ or. relate traly-their deep groans, heavy ſighs, loud * 
_ ad lamentations, bitter tears, and horrid trembling; and ! 
aſtoniſhment ? Their reviling ſpeeches, gud wicked boaſts and. brags, +, 
by | np: 
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increaſed their miſery. To ſee candles made of the fat and preafe of 
their friends, and kindred, to burn before them ;; and to hear them 
cry. they are almoſt tired with flaughtering, and that a young Cow- 
boy ſhould boaſt, to have ſlain 36. Proteſtants as a meritorious ACt ; 
they never diſpatched any withour expreſling great malice and hatred, 
and uſually with this their ordinary farewell, aim a duel thy ſoul to 
the devil. They uſed ſeveral blaſphemous ſpeeches againſt God, and 
the Scriptures. At Kilkenny on a Marketday they brought 7 ſroteſtants 
heads, and ſer them in the Market place, one of them ' being a Mini- 
ſters, they ſlit from the mouth to the ears, and puting a leaf of a Bible 
before it, they bid him preach, for his month was wideenough. Ano- 
ther they took, and riping up his belly took outthe end of his guts, and 
tying it to a poſt, whipped him and prick*d him with their skins round 
the poſt, drawing forth his guts by that means, that they might ſee 
how long his puddings were. Some women in Lab-ur, and with their 
children half born, they flung into the Rivers and bogs, without any 
pity or regard. . Some they burnt to death, with ſting fire to the'ftraw 
thafthe poor wretches had tyed about them, to hide their nakedneſs. 
Others they worried to death with dogs. 

The number was great of all thoſe that fell under their many cruel- 
ties, Aboat Danganmon were 316. Proteſtants ſlain. At Charlemont :00. 
about Tyre was 6. barbaroully murther'd. At Laugh 200. drowned. In 
andther place 300. drowned, andin the Pariſh of X:Hamen were mur- 
ther'd 1200 Proteſtants. They roaſted one Mr. Warſor alive, and cut 
collops out of his Buttocks. They broke the back bone of a poor youth, 
and fa left him in the fields, and ſome days after he was found, having 
knawa all the graſs round about him, and eaten it for ſuſtenance, nor 
being able to wag from the place : yet they would not kill him out 
right, but remov'd him to a place of better paſture,and there left him. 

In the County of Antrim they murther'd in one morning 954 Pro- 
teſtants, and afterwards in the ſame County about 1200. Near Liſ- 
nearvie 24 Were burnt in one houſe. And that bloody butcher Philzm 
O Neal, boaſted he had flain 60vat Gargawh, and that he had not left 
mai, woman, nor child at Munterlough. And in another place he mur- 
ther'd in their houſes above 200 : ſo that many houſes were filled with 
dead bodies. About 12000: were lain in the high-ways, as they fled 
towards Downe : ſome thouſands were drowned, and many ſtarved to 
death with cold : ſo that in the province of Viſter only, there were a- 
bout 15000. murthered by fundry kindes of torments and death. A boy 
not above 14. years of age. one night flew 15. Proteſtants that were 
ſet in the ſtocks with a skeen. And another that was but 1 2. years old, 
two women and an Engliſh-woman ; A Papiſt, kHPd 7. men and wo- 
men,” her Neighbours, in one-morning, forſaking nature, and Coun- 
try. and all humanity, _— imbibed thoſe horrid principles, diſtil- 
ledinto them, by their Ghoſtly Fathers. .

The ſlaughter and butchery was great, the beaſt had here: a full feaſt, 
and he was gorged and glutted with bloud; for according; to the ſtricts 
eſt account and computationthat could be taken, there-was mucthered 


+ and made away in cold bloud, by theſe execrable 1r;ſh Papilts :( be- 


ſides thoſe killd in fight ) from the firſt beginning of this horrid Re+ 
bellion, to the ceſſation of arms, Sepr. 15.1643. which was not full two 
years, above 300000 Britiſh Proteltants, Englsſh,Welch and Scetch.. 

Let us now return home and leave this Land polluted with bloud and 
Murthers, and let us ſee if our own Countrey has eſcaped-from becg-

ming a prey tothis Monſter : Engliſhmen are naturally of a: kinde an x,,1,,y, 


loving heart, of a merciful nature and- pittiful diſpoſition ; they are 
apt to be touched with the miſcriesof others, and they are not in their 
own natures bloudy, barbarous, nor cruel : But we ſhall anon behold 
the marks of their rage, we ſhall behold the land. flaming withthe bo- 
dies of Martyrs, aud the ſtreets running down with bloud, This fair 
#ſland to become an eAcheldama, a field of skulls aud Martyrs bones : 
We may ſee Tragedies Atted ineveryplace, and the Monſter glutting 
himſelf with the fryed fleſh of Saints. It 1s then from the principles of 
their corrupted Religion, the Engliſhmen, as well as others obtain 
this cruelty and fierce nature, and become fo unrelenting, and hard- 
hearted, as to cut the throats ef their friends, Neighbours, and ac-

It is this monſter of perſecution that the ſervants of Rome have 
ſet up in all places, where they have any er and authority; and 
by this you may beſt judg of their principles and Religion, by.theſe 
evil Fruits you may judge of the Tree, and of what Spirit they are. 
Their hopes doubtleſs were great, and their confidence mighty, but 
Heayen has blaſted their deſignes, and overthrown their machinati- 
ons, and redeemed his people from ſlavery ; for which we have cauſe 
torejoyce, and to bleſs the Lord of Heaven and Earth, and to praiſe 
him m the Congregation. Let there be no more difference and difagree- 
ment in opinions, but gather your ſelves together as one man, to'@p- 
poſe this armed Beaſt of Perſecution, and let us conclude in the words 
of the Royal Plalmiſt, Pſa.
